situation, The statement painted 
a gloomy picture for exporting 
countries for at least two more 
years, predicting the annual 
world demand for exported wheat 
would remain at 600,000,000 bush- 
els until at least August, 1936. 
Concerning the demands of im- 
porting countries, the commission 
said, “until there is a fundamental 
change in the wheat policy of im- 
porting countries there is no pros- 
pect of a considerable increase in 
demand for wheat unless yield per 
acre proved to be of low average.” 


REGARDLESS OF COST 
Owing to the present policy of 
some importing countries of pro- 


tecting—almost regardless of cost—| 


their wheat growers against foreign 
competition and a sharp upward 
trend of unit yields, the commis- 
sion’s statement continued, “there 
seems to be no good reason for 
anticipating in the next few years 
an annual European demand for

000,000 bushels.”

THE HORRIBLE EXAMPLE 

China is alarmed at the export of silver, its 
money metal. Foreigners selling goods there 
have been drawing silver out of the country in 
huge amounts. As silver grew scarce prices 
went to pieces and destitution spread. Canadian 
readers can understand that. 

Measures are being taken to stop the drain. 
The provincial government of Shantung has 
clapped on an embargo, to prevent the export of 


silver, No one may leave the province with 
more than $200 worth in his posses . No one 
may ship out silver to pay fe 1 goods 


without consent. As a result, outsiders sell 
goods in Shantung will have to take Chinese 
goods in payment. 

Countries which accept silver 
in the settlement of trading accounts 
necessarily have an advantage there over coun- 
tries which demand gold, or countries which 
accept silver but will not pay silver. The 
United States, having monetized silver, is in 
position to reap that advantage. Canada, hav- 
ing refused to trade on a silver basis, is not. 
Shantung will of necessity buy United States 
goods in preference to Canadian goods. 

Other sections of China will do the same as 
measures are broadened to prevent silver ex- 
port. The next logical step would be an em- 
bargo against the goods of all countries not 
doing business on a silver basis both ways. 
That would kill the inducement to smuggle 
silver out of the country to pay for purchases 
abrcad. 

China may be a backward state, but it has 
at least realized what scarce and dear money 
means. Perhaps its political leaders have been 
reading about what has happened to the people 
of Canada in the last five years.

Hon. Peter Heenan, minister of lands and 
mines in the government of Ontario, is a hopeful 
soul, or was until a few days ago.

Edmonton's civic utilities, carrying a capital 
debt of $6,500,000, are estimated to be worth 
$15,000,000 or thereabouts. Mayor Clarke sug- 
gests it might some time be advisable on- 
sider capitalizing the utilities at their full value 
and selling debentures to that amount, provided 
the carrying charges could be kept low enough 
to make the project feasible. The might, 
that is to say, borrow $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 on 
the security of the utility enterprise: 

The increased carrying charges to the utili- 
ties, at 5 per cent interest and 3.2 per cent re- 
demption fund, are calculated at $738,000 per 
year. This yedr, after putting aside sinking 
fund and depreciation, the utilities are expected 
to turn in net profits of $900,000, thereby lessen - 
ing general taxation to that amount.

The proposal is interesting as showing the 
sound condition of the utility enterprises, their 
undoubted ability to provide their own future 
capital requirements, and the extent to which 
their net earnings affect the demands that have 
to be made upon the taxpayer. 

But there is no likelihood that the burgesses 
would approve using them as security for a 
loan for general non-reproductive purposes. If 
the utilities can provide, as they obviously can, 
for their own extension as this is required, and 
for renewal of equipment, while still turning 
in such substantia] sums to the relief of the 
taxpayer, that is at least one branch of the civic 
business about which there is no need to worry. 

The excellent showing of the utilities is, 
however, a valid reason why it should never be 
necessary for Edmonton to pay six, five, or even 
four per cent for loan money. For the utilities 
comprise a great revenue-earning asset, which 
stands behind the liabilities of the city as does 
the property of the taxpayer. 

Without those utility earnings, turned every 
year into general revenue, Edmonton could not 
hope to borrow money even at the rates it has 
had to pay. But the city has never got the full 
advantage it should have got of the revenue- 
producing security the utilities offer for the 
loans it contracts. 

Three and one-half per cent is the outside 
interest rate this city should have. to pay, with 
something like one-third of a fair tax levy 
guaranteed in advance from the earnings of 
these utility enterprises.

When To Use Hot Water 


Applications 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The application of warm or hot water re- 
laxes contracted muscles and brings a larger 
amount of blood to the affected region. Many 
ordinary pains may be soothed by the applica- 
tion of moist heat. Warm applications may also 
prove of value in bringing about a temporarily 
increased skin elimination. 


Here are some of the 
special types of hot water 
treatments: 


HOT APPLICATIONS 
consist of large bath towels, 
folded and wrung out of hot 
water, and then placed on the 
patient's skin. These are 
generally covered with dry 
towels to prevent chilling. It 
is well to wring out a second 
towel and have it ready to 
apply immediately when the first is removed. 
Great care must be used not to have the towels 
hot enough to burn the skin. They should be 
changed every time they become cool so that 
a continuous moist heat is applied. This treat- 
ment often gives relief in abdominal cramps 
due to indigestion, gas, or when used over the 
back for backache, sciatica, lumbago, ete. 
Smaller towels may be used in the same way 
to relieve pain in more limited regions as in 
sprain and throat trouble. 


HOT SITZ BATHS consist of sitting in very 
warm water about ten or twelve inches in depth. 
The hot water should be added until the heat 
is as great as can be borne. This bath generally 
lasts from ten to twenty minutes. It is very 
valuable in increasing the circulation of blood 
through the pelvic region and is very beneficial 
in cases of painful congestion in the organs and 
tissues of the lower abdomen. 

HOT TUB BATHS are useful for relieving 
pain due to muscular soreness from over-exer- 
cise and in treating convulsions. 

SWEAT BATHS, when taken at home, con- 
sist in having the patient take a hot tub bath 
for ten or fifteen minutes. He is then wrapped 
in several woolen blankels, securely covered, 
given hot lemonade to drink and should have 
a hot water bottle placed at his feet. This 
treatment usually induces a good sweat and 
may be used whenever it is necessary to in- 
crease skin elimination. Those with influenza 
or feverish colds find it helpful, although chill- 
ing afterward must be avoided by taking the 
patient out of the sweat bath into a warm room, 
drying him well and returning him to bed with 
dry woolen blankets. 

HOT FOOT BATHS are often used for re- 
lieving headaches, congestion through the nose 
and throet and for overcoming sleeplessness as 
they attract the congested blood away from the 
head into the lower limbs. 

WARM POULTICES are valuable home 
remedies to use when one desires to bring about 
a more rapid discharge of pus from an inflamed 
region as for bringing boils or carbuncles to 
a head or for bringing about the expulsion of 
small splinters or thorns. Spread out a thin 
sterilized piece of gauze, much larger than the 
poultice is to be, and in the centre pour some 
hot thick mush of cornmeal, flaxseed, bread, 
potatoes, etc. Whichever of these ingredients is 
used, it should be boiled for about ten minutes 
and then allowéd to cool so as not to burn the 
skin. Fold the cloth over this mush and tie 
the warm poultice over the desired area. 


ALTERNATING HOT AND COLD TREAT- 
MENTS, using first the hot followed by the cold, 
are of benefit in special conditions. For exam- 
ple, when there is a wound or inflamed area in 
the foot or hand, the part may be kept in hot 
water for ten minutes then in cold for one min- 
ute, alternating until relief is felt. This may be 
continued for several hours and is often of 
value in causing wounds to open and drain 
Alternating hot and cold showers of the spine 
may be used when it is desirable to stimulate 
the nerve centres of the spine, as, for example, 
in partial paralysis.
